— An ex-diplo- 
mat, a charwoman and a British 
woman doctor spoke out in defence 
of Lady Amalia Fleming when she 
went on trial here yesterday for 
her part in a plot to free a Greek 
political prisoner.

Egyptians view

LONDON Reuter). — An Egyp- 
tian naval mission has visited the 
naval equipment exhibition at the 
Greenwich Royal Naval College, 
London, British officials said. They 
said the mission, which included an 
Egyptian admiral, was invited to 
visit the exhibition last week along 
with similar missions from. about 40 
other countries. 
i{ This is the first time since the 
1956 Anglo-French intervention at 
Suez that an Egyptian mission of 
this kind has come to Britain, and 
an indication of the recent improve- 
ment in relations between Eri- 
tain and Egypt.

The “Sunday Telegraph’s” naval 
correspondent reported that the 
Egyptian Navy was _ considering 
buying arms from Sritain. He 
added that at the Greenwich ex- 
hibltion, the mission was particu- 
larly interested in sonar submarine 
detection systems, fast patrol boats, 
air defence radar and tactical radio 
communications,

One of its first actions was to 
give Sadat a blank cheque for 
handling the vital issue of peace 
and war. 

Some of the ASU elections were, 
fair, but others were not, the 
Government excluding potentlally 
hostile candidates from the lsts. 
Hlowever, in order to make doubly 
sure the ASU never presents 8 
threat to him, it now appears that 
the President is to make 
much greater use of the “People's” 
(formerly ‘National”) Assembly. 
Another straw in the wind is the 
appointment cf special advisers and 
councils in the President's office 
(there {s even an Egyptan-style 
Kissinger, responsible for ‘national 
security affairs’), by-passing the 
traditional Ministries and, presum- 
ably, the Cabinet. 

But it is at the lower levels 
among the workers (the peasants 
as ever throughout Egypt's 5,000 
years of’ history are passive) and stu- 
dents, that there are the first signs of 
disillusion. The opening of the uni- 
versities this year has been post- 
poned for fear of anti-Sadat demon- 
strations on the anniversary of 
Nasser’s death. 


Successfal strike 


The industrial strikes of August, 
which began in the huge iron and 
steel complex at Helwan but spread 
to other factories later, signifi- 
cantly produced the only tangible 
benefit the workers have yet re- 
ceived from the regime. Since the 
strikes the minimum wage has 


risen 15 per cent and pensions 10 
per cent. The stoppages were not 
initially political but when the Gov- 
ernment over-reacted by dismissing 
the unions, the ASU committees and 
the managements, they became poli- 
licised and secured support from 
other quarters, notably the students. 
None of this presents a serious 
threat to Sadat but it shows that 
dissent exists and has begun to 
make itself heard.

ATT is deadlocked in its delibe- 
rations over the Common 
Market's commercial agreements 
with Israel, Morocco, Tunisia and 
Spain. The opposition to the agree- 
ments is led by the Americans, whe 
alleged that the treaties are pre- 
ferential, and therefore discrimina- 
tory. The dispute is holding up 
the approval which is required 
from the “club” of commercial na- 
tions which lays down what is and 
what is not fair trading. 
A working party appointed by 
Gatt on the EEC's pact with Is- 
ταῦ sat in July, and again on 
Tuesday, September 14. Arguing 
within the terms of Article 24 of 
Gatt «the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade}, Israel main- 
tains that its document, which 
enacts substantlal duty cuts, is 
acceptable as a step towards free 
trade. A representative of the Six 
stated specifically (according to the 
mizutes of the Working Group) 
‘that it is “an Interim agreement 
leading to the formation of a free- 
i trade area." 
The Americans apply two tests: 
whether there is adequate “cover- 
age,” that Is, whether the agree- 
ment covers ἃ majority of existing 
tariffs. As it affects 70 per cent 
τὰ Israel's imports (and over $5 per 
‘cent of EEC imports from Israel), 
‘the answer is positive. The second 
test concerns the “plan and sche- 
. dule’’ — whether there is a specific 
plan, with deadlines, to achleve 
complete tariff union within a rea- 
sonable period of time. This does 
. pot exist, say the Americans; and 
they are supported in thelr view by 
another big trading nation, Japan. 
Israel's treaty is in fact for 
five years, and 18 months before its 
expiry, negotiations will (the En- 
glish translation says “may") be 
resumed "for the elimination of 
obstacles to substantially all trade." 
The Working Party report states: 
“AU delegations expressed under- 
standing of Israel's desire for clos- 
er trade relations with the EEC.” 
Canada, which sided with the Ὁ.

was ready to favour approval under ἢ.

The Swiss representative agreed 
that, from the static point of view, 
Israel's agreement does not comply 
with Article 24: but Switzerland is 
prepared to take a dynamic view 
and give provisional concurrence. 
Israel has attained, he sald, a 
degree of economic development 
which suggests that economic re- 
lations between the parties are go- 
ing to move towards free trade. He 
proposed a periodic review check- 
ing that progress is made in the 
right direction. . 


October 6 meeting 


Mr. Adin Talbar, Assistant Direc- 
tor-General of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry, who leads 
Israel's negotiations with Gatt, 
hopes that the Swiss recommenda- 
tion may win support by the time 
the Council meets on October 6, 
or when the member-governments 
meet in mid-November. Meanwhile, 
Israel representatives are engaged 
in hard lobbying among the dele 
gations, to explain Israel's case. 

There are precedents for ap- 
proval given to inter-governmental 
agreements that comply less success- 
fully with Article 24 than the Is- 
raeli treaty, Ministry officials say. 
Common Market spokesmen point 
out that more than two-thirds of 
the Gatt member-States are a party 
to free-trade agreements, and half 
the remaining one-third participate 
in preferential pacts recognised by 
Gatt; so “the countries confined to 
their own customs territory § re- 
present a minority in the develop- 
ment of the world trade system,” 

What if Gatt does not rubber- 
stamp Israel's treaty all the same? 
The danger, it appears, is that 
governments considering themselves 
injured could take counter-measures 
of trade discrimination, officials ex- 
plain.

The applicant received a judg- 


: ment in his favour (in C.A. 84/70) 


and was awarded his costs plus 
IL2,000 advocate's fees. 

Among the costs which the ap- 
Plicant sought to collect from the 
respondent was the sum of IL68 
which he had paid to the court for 
8 photostatic copy of the record 
made by the judge in the court of 
first tostance. The Registrar re- 
fused to approve this sum as the 
respondent objected to it on the 
.§rounds that the advocate's fees 
awarded to the applicant covered 
all the expenses incurred in pre- 
paring the case, including the cost 
of obtaining a copy of the record. 

The applicant thereupon applied 
to the Supreme Court to review 
the assessment of costs, by virtue 
‘of rule 482 of the Clvil Procedure 
Rules, 1963. 


Mr. A. Spaer appeared for the 
applicant and Mrs. P. Albeck, As- 
sistant State Attorney, for the re- 
spondent. 

Decision 

The Deputy President, Justice 
Sussman, who heard the applica- 
+ tion, noted that if the task of copy- 
.ing the record had been Lmposed by 
the applicant's counsel on a mem- 
. ber of his staff, then he would not 
have been entitled to collect the 
cost of this transcript, for the 
simple reason that he had not spent 
any specific sum on it (see In re 
Norman, 1886, 54 LT. 143). “How- 
-ever, he continued, the applicant 
had paid the Treasury the sum of 
1L68, In accurdance with the re- 
ulations, in order to get photo-- 
. Statice coples of the record, and the 
issue was therefore reduced to 
. whether this paymeat came within 
_the meaning of “expenses certified 
by the Registrar to have been pro- 
_ erly incurred." For if the answer 
to this question were in the affir- 
mative, he held, then this expendi- 
sture should have been included in 
‘the assessment, in accordance with 
rule 4761a) of the Civil Procedure 
-Rules twhich provides that unless a 
. fixed sum has been awarded for 
: costs, “the registrar shall assess the

Justice Sussman then went on

.to have been reasonable, then it 
-should not be disqualified only be-

~have won It without incurring this 
rexpense {see 1928, 138 L.T. 536). 
+ Justice Sussman then went on to 
discuss the question of whether the 
vexpenditure of the IL68 In the pre- 
“sent case had been reasonable, point- 
-ing out that in England the ex- 
ipenses incurred in obtaining short- 
shand transcripts of trial proceed- 
‘ings dre recognised as legitimate: 
-and refundable costs, to the extent | 


to which the evidence contained 
in the transcripts is relevant to the 


issue in the appeal. But if the 
Pleading in the appeal did not re- 
quire any reference to the evidence, 
then the litigant would not need a 
transcript thereof and any expenses 
Incurred in obtaining such a tran- 
script would not be considered rea- 
sonable (see Lyus v. Stepney Bo- 
Tough Council, 1941, 164 L.T. 195, 
198). 

In Israel, Justice Sussman con- 
tinued, where the antiquated system 
of Judge's handwritten notes is still 
practised (although the Civil Pro- 
cedure Rules allow the record to be 
taken in shorthand), the Supreme 
Court demands that reference be 
made to the exact place in the 
record where the evidence is noted 
down if counsel wishes to refer to 
such evidence. The consequence, 
therefore, is that counsel are com- 
pelled to acquire the record of the 
proceedings in the court of first 
Instance, and if the most conve- 
nient way of acquiring the record 
is by getting a photostatic copy of 
it, then the cost of this copy is a 
Teasonable expense. The only excep- 
tion would be if the notes which 
have been photographed are irrele- 
vant to the issue under considera- 
tion in the appeal. As there had been 
no allegation to this effect in the 
present case, the expenditure of 
IL68 on photostatic copies of the 
record in question was a reasonable 
one and should be included in the 
assessment of costs.

- dancer, Domy Soffer-Reiter, now 
assistant director of an Irish ballet 
company, has come home on one 
of his periodic visits — this time 
for a special-purpose. Hels creating 
a ballet on the theme of King David, 
“not the warrior or the king, 
but the lover,” he sald 

Hle has several original ideas not 
only about this ballet but about 
Israeli dance in general. “We are 

Semites," he says. “We have Huro- 

pean influences of. course and we 
need them for development and ex- 
ion, but we must retain our 
heritage. So 1 am basing my: ballet 
on Western techniques but the style 
is Semitic-Israelt 

“Though we have no examples of 
the old music, we have the rhythm 
of the psalms. They suggest an 
approximate style of movement. I 
am from a religious family and the 
Bible Is near to me — Talmud too 
— and I think we have an Israel 
form of dance. Martha Graham is 
American, the classical forms are 
European. A ballet entirely in their 
styles would not be Israell.” 

FIRST HERE 

This is his first ballet for an 
Israeli company -- the Eat-Dor 
Dance ‘Company. Though he has 
choreographed many ballets for the 
Trish and London Dance Theatres, 
and a series of ten for television, 
they have been only “vaguely” 
Israeli. “I think dancers abroad 
would find the style foreign but 
the Israeli dancers understand me,” 
he gave as his reason. 

Why does he live overseas if he 
feels so close to Israel and Israeli 
dance? "I left in 1960 because there 


was nothing worthwhile here. It’ 


was before the Batsheva and Bat- 
Dor companies had started and 
brought many Israells back. Other 
companies too are now active. There 
was nothing for me then. To make 
one’s way abroad fs not easy but 
{ studied and worked. I have been 
choreographer, dancer, teacher but 
wot director before. Now I am 
learning this side too. But I have 
never really been away from Israel. 
TI always come back — sometimes 
even twice a year. I am in constant 
touch, never really separated.” 


In his “David” ballet, Domy 
Soffer-Reiter said, he will express 
in dance David's relationship with 
the five women (out of his 29) 
whom he really loved — beginning 
with Michal and ending with the 
Shunamite. He spent three months 
in the British Museum In London 
reading up all he could, but he 
has drawn upon what he knows as 
an Israeli just as much. “I don't 
think any Israeli, even if he lives 
abroad, can ever fee] away from the 
spirit of Israel.” 


ALL ART FORMS 


Dance is not the only art which 
Domy Soffer-Reiter has studied and 
practised. After training in ballet 


‘ with Mia Arbatova and in drama 


with Fanny Lubitch In Tel Aviv, 
he went to Denmark where he 
studied with the principal teacher 
of the Royal Danish Ballet (Edith 
Fransden) and sculpture at the 
Royal Danish School of Art. 


Until he went to England, he 
danced in various Continental com- 
panies, then he joined the London 
Dance Theatre. For this and the 
Irish Theatre Ballet (of which he 
is now assistant director), he has 
choreographed ballets and danced 
Jeading roles.

The Committee, chaired by City 
Manager Ronnie Feinstein and com- 
prising only Municipality officials, 
was set up in’ April of this year 
-to make a thérough investigation 
of the work of. the City Engineer’s 
Department. “Its report is not 
,favourable,” Mayor Teddy Kollek 
admitted to uewsmen yesterday 


morning. : 

The Committee recommends dras- 
tie reorganization within the De- 
“ partment, although it does not call 
specifically for any resignations. (A 
. Municipality spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post, however, that he 
‘would not be surprised if resigna- 
tions followed of their own accord, 
since personnel ‘moves recommended 
within the Department were tanta- 
mount to demetions in several 
cases.) The City Engineer himself, 
Mr. Amikam Yaffe, was a member 
of the Committee, and is praised in 
the report for his whole-hearted 
cooperation — although the Com- 
mittee “was cutting living flesh.”

“there are almost no work proce- 
dures or coordination procedures be- 
tween the various functions of the 
Department.” - 3 
2iTo remedy the ills, the Com- 
mittee recommends the division of 
the Department into three distinct 
sections, each ruled over by a De- 
puty City Engineer with wide pow- 
ers. The sections would be: Planning, 
Infrastructure .and Building. The 
Planning section would be headed

to the present situation, which the 
report condemns, in which the same 
agency issues the licence and is re- 
sponsible for supervising its imple- 
mentation. : : : 

The Committee also recommends 
that the planning sub-committees 
which decide on building licences 
limit the number of times they are 
prepared to rehear the same case 
after having turned it down once, 
The idea here“ is to minimize the 
opportunities for pressure by build- 
ΕἸ on committee members. The re- 
ort describes the present situation 
thus: “Most builders submit initial 
requests which exceed the legal 
rules (of plot ratios). This leads to 
lengthy procedures. of months or 
even years In obtaining licences...” 

Also: “We gained the impression 
that the building inspectors suffer 
from permanent frustration: an in- 
spector orders work on a certain 
project to cease —~ after bitter 
quarrels which often result In as- 
sault on himself — and submits a 
case to court . 

However, before the case comes 
up, by means of various pressures, 
the builder secures a retroactive 
Ucence for his prima facie trans- 
gressions, and the inspector is 
baulked and frustrated. 

FRUSTRATING SITUATION 

“Another source of frustration is 
when an inspector receives an order 
from a City Councillor, via the 
Department, telling him to allow'a 
certain project to go ahead despite 
the fact that it has not yet received 
ἃ licence.” 

The report stresses three causes 
of the execrable aituation which do 
not stem from the Municipality, but 
from the outside. Messrs. Kollek 
and Feinstein were at pains to re- 
iterate these points at the press con- 
ference yesterday. 

@ Various Governmental bodies act 

high-handediy, among them the 
Ministry of Housing, the Electric 
Company and the Post Office. The 
Housing Ministry has begun some 
100 buildings in Jerusalem since 1967 
without obtaining Municipality H- 
cences, Mr. Kollek revealed. Simi- 
larly, in the words of the report, 
“as long as the Electric Company 
retains its concession to dig when- 
ever and wherever it pleases, and 


the Post Office likewise... {t is high- 
ly doubtful whether the reorganiza- 
tion can ever succeed.” 
e The Municipality as a whole, 
and the City Engineer’s Depart- 
Ment in particular, had to deal with 
2n unprecedented spate of building 
and development projects since the 
Six Day War. The scope of the 
boom was not foreseen early 
enough, nor were funds available in 
the required quantities to bolster 
the Departmen. | 
@ Trained manpower i drawn 
away from the Department by 
Private Arms — in many cases In 
the belief that an ex-Municipal en- 
giveer on a firm's payroll would 
enable it to secure building permits 
More easily. . 


POOR RESPONSE 

The Committee’s chatrman, Mr. 
Feinstein, spoke with bitterness of 
the poor response from the public 
to the Committee’s calls, through 
newspaper advertisements, for any- 
one with grievances or suggestions 
to come forward and give evidence. 
Only three or four Jerusalemites 
did so, and Jn the end the Commit- 
tee had to rely on the evidence of 
ouilders and other Interested par- 
Hes, whose statements were not al- 
ways completely objective. 

Lest night, the Clty Executive 
voted to accept the report in ts 
entirety, and to setup a follow-up 
committee to keep track of the 
Implementation of its recommenda- 
tions. The follow-up committee 
will comprise four members of the 

6 Messrs. Marinov, 
Matze, Beoventsti end Druck — and 
four members of the original com- 
mittee which presented the report. 

The City Executive stressed the 
fact that the main cause of the 
defects uncovered in the report was 
the vast increase in building and 
development in Jerusalem following 
the Six Day War. It admitted, 
however, that # had not provited 
the means to the City Engineer's 
Department required for solving 
the problems. 

The Executive also praised the 
Municipality for its intifative in 
setting up ‘the Committee, and 
opening itself to self-criticism, and 
called on other public bodies to 
follow suit. 


French editor: Arab 
ties have priority

The English version of the Se- 
curity Counci]’s Resolution No. 
242 calls on Israel to withdraw 
from “occupied territories,” and the 
French version from ‘the occupied 
termitories.”".

his stand and that of his Govern- 
ment clear in an address on France 
and the Middle East at Beit Agron, 
Jerusalem, on Sunday evening. 

British representatives at the U.N. 
admitted at the time that they had 
deliberately omitted the word “the” 
because the Resolution would other- 
wise have not been adopted, he 
added. 

Speaking to a crowded audience, 
he did not pull any punches. Since 
1830, with the conquest of Algeria, 
France has been ‘an Arab power.” 
Mr. Fontaine has no time for Bri- 
tain's policies, recalling that on May 
9, 1945, she shelled Damascus to 
make the French withdraw. He went 
on; it is no secret that as the Brit- 
ish were losing India, they wanted

housing issue cleared

“A few hours ago, we were doubt- 
ful whether we had any grounds for 
celebrating at this dedication cere- 
mony,” Mr. Mordechai Erann, sec- 
retary of Neve Nan, told Prime 
Minister Golda Meir and assembled 
guests at the dedication of the new 
moshav of Neve Dan yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

Neve Ilan, near Abu Gosh on the 
Jerusalem-Tel Aviv highway, is a 
long-abandoned kibbutz now being 
settled as a moshav shitufé by a 
group of American immigrants. It 
will be the first moyhav not to de- 
pend on an agrarian economy, for 
all the members are academics and 
professional people, and they intend 
to subsist from industrial and aca- 


demic enterprises. An arts schoo) is 


already functioning at Neve Dan, 
and a computer consultancy agency 
has also been started (with pro- 
gramming done for the Hebrew Uni- 
versity computer). A country club 
and an. electronics plant are also 
planned. 

What happened just a few hours 
before yesterday's ceremony — and 
gave Neve Dan real cause to cele- 
brate— was that the Jewish Agency 
Settlement Department and the 
Rassco building company made a 
move towards agreement in a long- 
standing dispute between them over 
building rights at Neve Dan. As a 
result of the dispute over their 
heads, Neve Tlan’s would-be settlers 
have been kept waiting at an ab- 
sorption centre nearby for a year 
while virtually no progress has been 
made on renovation and construction 
work at Neve Ilan. 

Many members of the original 
group became embittered and left 
because of the delay, Mr. Erann 
told The Post. Also, bullding prices 
rose, and now the members found 
themselves unable to pay the price

TEL AVIV. — Three local grocers, 
who were convicted of profiteering

The three grocers, Haim Tannen- 
baum, Yosef Koppel and Hanna Wi- 
lensky, were all convicted of selling 
kummel bread at seven ag. above 
the normal price. 

In their defence, the grocers claim- 
ed that the suppliers of the bread 
had charged more, while Tannen- 
baum added that the paper in which 
he wrapped the loaves was costing 
him two ag. more than before the 


devaluation. 
The prosecutor, Aharon Kadmi,

asked the Magistrate, Judge Ya'acov 
Segal, that heavy fines be imposed 
in order to deter other merchants 
from taking advantage of the pub- 
lic. 


The judge, while conceding that 
there were probably bigger offend- 
ers who have not yet been remand- 
ed, and that the accused were but 
“small fry,” imposed heavy fines, 
saying that he could not dissociate 
himself from the “seriousness of 
their crime.”
